Claims for damages 
preferred by the German and British governments have" been ignored year 
after year by Pres. Castro and now the y propose, it is said, to use force to 
collect the money due and teach the Venezuelans that their citizens must 
lie re&peeted. 


Working jointly, it is reported that Germany and England propose to 


seiz0 the customs house in Venezuela, . collect the taxes and pay themselves 
out"oi the money received. The United States declared) that so long as they 
do not-"permanently acquire or colonize" any .part of the Venezuelan ter- 
ritory, the two European powers will not come in conflict with the Monroe 
doctrine, and will therefore not be in terfered with by the United States.

. GENERAL INFORMATION—The entire delinquencies and one-half of all 


' other taxes charged on the duplicates of 1902 are required to be pfeid on or 
before the 20th day of December, and the remainder on or before the 20th 
day of "June next. Any person charged with,taxes may, at his or her op- 
tion, pay the full amount thereof before the close of the books at the Decem- 
ber collection, but it is required to pay all road taxes, all delinquent taxes, 
and one-half of the current year's tax before the close of December collec- 
tion and the remaining one-half of the current year's tax during the June 
collection. 'When one-half of the taxes charged on real estate is not paid 
daring the 
December collection- a penalty of fifteen per cent, shall be

"When one-ball the taxes charged against any entry of real estate shall 


not be paid on or before the20th day of December in that year, a penalty of 15 
per cent, thereon shall be added to such half of such taxes on the dupli- 
cate." which together with the remaining half must be paid during the June 
collection. Real estate having delinquent taxes of 1961 or prior to 1902, re- 
maining unpaid on December 20th, 1902, will be advertised, and if not paid 
before the third Tuesday of January, 1903, will be offered for sale. In event 
of no «ale such property is forfeited to the state and will be offered at the 
biennial sale of forfeited lands.

In case-of failure to pay the December payment of taxes on personal 


property the whole year's tax becomes due, which the Treasurer is then re- 
quired to collect by distraint if necessary, as in case of delinquent personal 
property taxes for years prior to 1902 due and unpaid. 


WHEN LIEN ATTACHES—Tax payers are advised that a tax year and 


a calendar year are not tie same. The lien for any tax attaches the day pre- 
ceding the second Monday in April of any year, but the first half of such tax 
is paid the following December, and the second half the June following the 
Decsznber.

New Scheme of the Secretary of Agri-

An interesting educational feature is 


soon to be added to the attractions of 
the grounds about the department of 
agriculture at Washington, says the 
New York Tribune. 
Three gardens 


are to be laid out. 
One, the "economic 


garden," will contain every plant which 
enters into any industry, each accom- 
panied by a tablet explaining its com- 
mercial uses. 
The second, the 'Es- 


thetic garden," will comprise a collec- 
tion of American wild flowers, so 
grouped as best to illustrate their dec- 
orative possibilities. 
The third, the 


"drug garden," will include all those 
plants which contribute to the pharma- 
copoeia. 


A portion of the greenhouses already 


built will be used to house those plants 
too delicate to thrive in the open air 
ia this (Washington) climate. In con- 
nection with these gardens there will 
be issued a comprehensive catalogue, 
setting forth the botanical and com- 
mercial history of the various plants. 
These catalogues will be distributed 
free to educationa.1, institutions, but 
there may be a small charge to others 
to prevent waste.

The following extract from President 


Gompcrs* address at the opening of the 
American Federation of Labor conven- 
tion deals with tho most vital queat{6n 
which ever came before, that organiza- 
tion or any other representative body 
of labor unionists in the United States: 


"Beyond doubt the greatest problem, 


the danger which above all others mcfct 
threatens not only the success, but the 
very existence, of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, is the question of juris- 
diction. I may truly record the fact 
that never for one moment since the 
formation of our federation have I en- 
terUuiied a doubt or misgiving as lo the 
growth, success and permanency of the 
American Federation of Labor, and I 
would uot now be apprehensive of its 
future were it not forced upon my de- 
liberate judgment, which has devel- 
oped into a firm conviction, that unless 
our affiliated national and international 
unions radically and soon change their 
course we shall at no distant day be in 
the midst of an internecine contest un- 
paralleled in any era of the industrial 
world— aye, not even when workmen of 
different trades were arrayed against 
each other behind barricades in the 
streets over the question of trade 
against trade. They mutually regarded 
each with hatred and treated each 
'other as mortal enemies. 


"Is the great cause of labor to drift 


into such a dreadful and miserable 
strife? 


"Are all the sacrifices made to b§ 


ruthlessly thrust into the gutter as the 
germ to fructify and destroy the vigor, 
the very life, of our cause? 


"Is organized labor, the only check to 


rapacious greed and tyranny, the only 
hope of labor for protection now or lib- 
erty for the future, to be engulfed in a 
tidal wave of expansion madness? 


"A"o combination of labor's enemies 


need causV; us the apprehension which, 
this fratricidal strife does in the claims 
made by unions for the extension of 
trade jurisdiction. 


"There is scarcely an affiliated or- 


ganization which is not engaged in a 
dispute with another organization, and 
in some cases with several organiza- 
tions, upon the question of jurisdic- 
tion. It is not an uncommon occur- 
rence for an organization, and several 
have done so quite recently, to so 
change their laws and claims to juris- 
diction as to cover trades never con- 
templated by the organization's offi- 
cers or members, never comprehended 
by their title, trades of which there is 
already in existence a national unioBf 
and this without a word of advice, 
counsel or warning. 


"Of course it is evident that in some 


instances there are two or more organ- 
izations which should and could with. 
advantage be consolidated or amalga- 
mated into one, and efforts by such 
organizations should certainly be made, 
assisted or initiated by the American 
Federation of Labor, but I submit 
that it is untenable and intolerable for 
an organization to attempt to ride 
rough shed over* and trample under 
foot the rights and jurisdiction of a 
trade the jurisdiction of which is al- 
ready covered by an existing organiza- 
tion. • 


"This contention for jurisdiction has 


grown into such proportions antd is 
fouglit with such intensity as to 
arouse the most bitter feuds and trade 
wars. In many instances employers 
fairly inclined toward organized labor 
have been made innocently to suffer 
from causes entirely beyond their con- 
trol, and other employers again have 
taken advantage of the first inception 
of the fancy or notion for 'expansion' 
of trade jurisdiction, fanned it into a 
flame and, 
taking advantage of the 


excitement and hatred of and war 
against each other, refused to recog- 
nize either organization, pretending to . 
claim it a war among labor organiza- 
tions. with •which they do not wish to 
interfere. 
On the surface the em-- 


ploycrs' claim appears tenable, but In 
their hearts they enjoy the situation 
by which their pockets are enriched. 
Nevertheless the employers' conten- 
tion in regard to this question cannot 
be disputed. But of the organization 
the same cannot be said. The inter- 
ests of the wace earners of the craft, 
to promote and protect which the or- 
snnizntions were primarily formed, 
have no moral or lawful right, from 
a trade union point of view, to be 
jeopardized by pursuing a policy in an 
attempt at trade invasion made with- 
out the knowledge or consent of the 
crafts invaded."'
